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COLORADO SPRINGS, COLO., April 
30, 1972 — Jim Rice came to Colorado 
to make the Pike’s Peak Mile his race, in 
the same way that his name is associated 
with the San Jose track. He took to the 
track like he’d ridden it dozens of times 
before. From the first practice on 
Saturday, through the 25-lap Main 
Event, he always looked completely in 
control and very, very quick. He 
managed to find the fastest line and 
hold it no matter what the track 
condition or how many holes, ruts or 
whoop-de-doos developed in the former 
pony track. 

Jim might have gone unnoticed in the 
hard-charging, talent-loaded time trials 
and heat except that he was usually 
leading. He was first to qualify under 43 
seconds (finishing as third fastest 
qualifer behind Brelsford and Roberts) 
and won his heat comfortably. In his 
first National of the 1972 season (and 
the first since he lost his factory BSA 
sponsorship) Jim Rice picked up where 
he left off at the end of the 1970 
season, which was his best ever. 

Despite Rice’s time of 17:54.16 and 
his completely under-control race, he 
probably was not the pre-race pick, 
except among some of the other racers. 
Fast qualifier Mark Brelsford looked 
very strong. The old iron-engined 
Harleys all qualified and were moving 
very fast with no apparent mechanical 
problems. Mark was seen riding his 
mini-bike around the- track after 
winning the first heat, particularly 
watching the paths taken through turns 
three and four. A rut on the outside of 
turn four twisted the front end of Bart 
Markel’s XR causing him to unload over 
the handlebars. Bart lay still and 
stunned for what seemed like a long 
time but was conscious and moving 
when the ambulance took him to the 
hospital for X-rays of a possible back 
injury. Roberts and Dick Mann traded 
the lead several times in the second heat 
in a furiously fought contest that had 
the enthusiastic crowd screaming for the 
old veteran and the young challenger. 
On the last lap, it was Roberts ahead of 
Mann by about two bike lengths. 

Rice jumped to a quick lead in the 
third and final Expert heat and held it 
over a hard-charging pack for three laps. 
Then Jody Nicholas, on a dirt machine 
for the first time since last October, 
jabbed a hay bale under the railing with 
his iron foot and severely crinkled his 
Harley-Davison. Former Norton rider 
Nicholas had qualified on Dave Sehl’s 
second bike after seven laps practice, 
but ended his new-found ride on the 
H-D very abruptly. Dave Hansen, who 
had moved into a qualifying slot when 
Tom Rockwood’s bike developed motor 
ailments, went down with Jody and the 
flag came out for a restart. Following 
the single file restart, Rice kept his lead 
and went on to win the heat. Jody was 
suffering dizzy spells and a large bruise 
under his left shoulder. Hansen was not

hurt but was unable to restart. 

Friday night’s Ascot winner, Dave 
Aldana, didn’t show up at the Colorado 
mile track, He was riding in the Elsinore 
GP for Kawasaki. Virtually all of the 
remaining National dirt track talent was 
there, including all ten of the winners of 
1971 championship dirt track events. Of 
those, Rockwood had bike problems; 
Robert E. Lee stuck his foot in one of 
the holes on turn one, sprained an ankle 
and didn’t transfer; Bart Markel spent 
some time in the hospital; Dave Sehl 
didn’t make it to the Main. All the rest 
of the field of champions made it into 
the 25-mile Expert Main Event. 

The six fastest qualifiers were 
Brelsford, Gary Scott, Rice, Cal 
Rayborm, Kenny Roberts, and Chuck 
Palmgren. All except Palmgren turned 
the mile in 43 seconds or less. 
Brelsford’s 42.78 had set the pace. Rice 
was later to average a scorching 42.96 
for the full 25 miles, partly because he 
really had the course dialed in and 
partly due to a healthy awareness of the 
level of talent which had made it to the 
Main. 

The sole two-stroke in the Expert 
ranks was a Kawasaki 500 ridden by TT 
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The Brothers Brelsford: 


champ, Sonny Burres. He seemed to 
have trouble getting the three-cylinder 
machine turned in the comers, and 
didn’t make it to the Main where the 
lion’s share of the $12,000 purse plus an 
estimated $22,000 in possible 
contingency green was to be divvied up. 

The Expert Semi was won by Mert 
Lawwill, who grabbed the lead on lap 
four of ten and, after some contention 
from Keith Mashburn, stretched it out. 
Mashburn held second to the checkered 
and the two led the transfers to the 
Main rounding out the five Experts who 
made it the hard way. 

When Bouncing Bob Malley went 
bananas with the green flag for the 
Expert Main, any of half a dozen in the 
field seemed able and ready to take the 
win. Through the dust and wind on the 
high Colorado prairie, it came up 
Brelsford, Rice and Roberts on the first 
lap. Then Rice found the inside groove, 
ducked under Mark, and it was his race 
completely for the next 24 laps. 
Brelsford hung on to second, an 
increasingly long way back, then it was 
Kenny Roberts closing ever so slightly 
on Mark to round out the top three. 
The smooth, speedy Rice lapped most 


of the other riders in the field, all the 
way up to sixth place, passing Gene 
Romero on the final lap much as Gene 
had lapped him in winning the Grand 
National Championship at the 
Sacramento Mile in 1970. Jim found, 
and stayed in, an inside groove that was 
actually under the overhanging fence 
railing on the corners, He and Brelsford 
were really the only ones consistently 
riding the tight inside. Roberts attacked 
the corners every lap but didn’t hold as 
tight. Rice didn’t change his position on 
the inside groove by more than an inch 
in 25 laps. That, and the very fast, 
trouble-free BSA he prepared himself, 
was what won the first Pike’s Peak Mile 
for Jim Rice. 

While holding his trophy, in between 
smootching several trophy girls, Rice 
grinned, “I like Colorado now!” “What 
I could really use is a shower.” On 
Saturday, National Number 22, Terry 
Dorsch, had said, “If Rice gets in front, 
he could run away with it.” Jim Rice 
did all of that, and for this year at least, 
the Pike’s Peak Turf Club is his track. 
There’s not much doubt who the 
favorite will be in the next National 
Mile, which just happens to be on Rice’s 


homegrounds at San Jose. 


JUNIOR RACE 


In the Junior ranks, where some 
riders were riding their first mile ever, it 
was Droste, Droste and Droste. The 
sometimes car-jumper turned 
flat-tracker, then qualified by winning 
his heat going away, and held off H-D 
mounted Scott Brelsford in a fast 43.81 
to lead the 15-lap Junior Main Event 
wire to wire. 

A local rider (from Denver), Del 
“Chubby” Armour, turned in the low 
qualifying time for the Juniors, 
displaying an aggressive riding style that 
saw him constantly attacking the 
course, usually with good results. 
Mechanical troubles kept him from 
transferring to the Main. Scott Brelsford 
led his heat comfortably, and seemed 
assured of a no-sweat transfer to the 
Main, then took the white flag for the 
last lap to be the checkered and figured 
the race was over. Two riders zipped by 
him, still wicking it on, and he figured 
maybe he’d better get back on it, at 
least to find out what had happened. 
Scott managed the last transfer slot, 
even after cruising about half of the last 
lap. Some of the H-D team riders, 
including brother Mark, were seen 
talking to Scott in the pits before the 
Junior Main. Perhaps they were pointing 
out the difference between the white 
and checkered flags? 

Scott did seem to have the flag 
problem sorted out by the Main Event. 
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When the green one waved, he moved 
off the line right smartly. Unfortunately 
for him, Steve Droste grabbed the lead 
and just flat went. From the first lap on, 
it was Droste and Brelsford with Scott 
making some inspired bids to get under 
Droste and Steve holding him off. The 
two swift Juniors fought a tremendous 
duel, with almost a full straightaway 
lead over the rest of the field for most 
of the race. Brelsford would get right up 
on Droste’s rear wheel in a turn and 
then Steve would get it back together 
and pointed down the straight just a 
hair faster. Droste went into ‘the final 
straight on Lap 15 with about a bike 
length lead on Brelsford and that’s the 
way it ended. Steve Droste repeated his 
heat performance, taking it wire to wire. 
A considerable distance back, in third, 
was Triumph-mounted John Caldwell. 
Droste took the win on a super-fast 
Yamaha 650. Brelsford, of course, was 
riding the Team H-D XR750. 
NOVICE RACE 

Riding a National Mile is a rare 
opportunity for most Novices and the 
large turnout indicated that every AMA 
Novice flat-tracker for miles around was 
taking advantage of it. It took six heats 
and semi-final to sort out the crowded 
field for the ten-lap Main Event. Dozens 
of super-tuned 250 two-strokes and a 
handful of older thumpers buzzed their 
guts out on the long, hard-packed mile 
track. Winning times in all six heats 
were within a second or two of four 
minutes for the four lap eliminations. 
Heat winners were Gene Fisher; Craig 
Cederberg; Randy Brockett; Tyler 
Messenger; Jack Rich; Roger Sterling. 
Randy Brackett went on to take the 
Novice final on a very rapid Yamaha, 
without too much trouble. It was a very 
good show by Brackett for his first mile 
ride. He’s one to watch.

MISSOURI GETS IT ON 
Concerning your April 25 editorial 
“NEEDED: A motorcycle trail patrol’, 
I thought I’d drop you a note and let 
you know- we in Missouri have an 
organization such as those mentioned in 
your “Writin’” column. It’s called 
MMA (Missouri Motorcycle Association) 


which headquarters at 2213 S. 
Brentwood, Brentwood, Missouri 
63144; Ph: 314-962-3800. This 


Association was formed by the Missouri 
MIC and the two work together. 
Jackson Waterbury & Company was 
retained to administer the projects 
desired by all Missouri cyclists, clubs 
and businesses. Dan Borgmeyer is 
Executive Secretary and the board of 
directors is made up of 14 people from 
within the state. 

MMA has the state of Missouri 
divided up into five districts with a 
district manager for each. Dealers pay 
dues by the volume of bikes they sell a 
year; corporate businesses (such as 
myself) pay $150 a year dues; clubs 
$100 a year; trail, competition and road 
riders pay $3 per year. At the present 
MMA. has three registered lobbyists on a 
full-time basis at the Missouri Capitol in 
Jefferson City. They are in the process 
of having the five district managers 
registered as lobbyists, making a total of 
eight. 

Recently, Dan Borgmeyer 
represented us to the Park Directors and 
Forest Supervisors at Mark Twain 
National and Clark National thus getting 
a 45 day extension on their proposed 
trail riding regulations plus boosting the 
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decibel count from 85 to 95. In 

Missouri, Park Directors, etc. do have a 

phone number, office and organization 
to contact on land use for cyclists.

Mr. Clayton stated that “ABC Wide 
World of Sports was conned into 
announcing...‘a new world’s record’ 
distance for jumping a motorcycle”. He 
further stated that the network 
retracted the statement a week later. 
The retraction, as I understood it, was 
simply that the AMA did not “sponsor” 
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the jump but merely certified the 
distance. In answer to when is a world 
record a world record, I would suggest 
that when distance is achieved whether 
it be motorcycle jumping, ski jumping, 
pole vaulting, or any other test of a 
man’s ability, a world record is a 
recognized distance by a renowned 
sanctioning body that exceeds any 
previously accomplished distance. Even 
taking into account all other motorcycle 
jumpers’ claims, without any 
verification, the jump Super Joe 
performed on October 31, 1971 at the 
Santa Clara Fairgrounds was the longest 
successful jump that any man has ever 
made. Knievel had previously published 
his “world record” as a hundred and 
twenty-nine feet. Mr. Clayton is 
obviously partial to Mr. Knievel, 
however, he failed to state that Knievel 
was claiming “world records” years ago. 
I firmly disagree with Mr. Clayton’s 
comment that motorcycle jumping is 
not a sport in the sense that anything 
that tests a man’s ability to perform 
better than another man is in fact sport.

A hundred years or so ago, a shuck 
was only the green and gold wrapping 
on an ear of corn. You pulled the shuck 
down to see if the corn was eatin’ com 
or horse corn. Every once in a while 
some shop keeper would put up a sign 
prohibiting peeking, or he’d package the 
corn in sealed bags and his sales pitch 
would be that “this corn wasn’t 
contaminated by people handling it.” 
But women knew that when it was 
good, sweet corn the grocer forgot to 
put it in bags. Conversely, if it came in 
bags and she couldn’t pull the shuck, 
she could be pretty sure it wasn’t worth 
much, Lately the word “shuck” has 
come to mean a lot more things for 
people. ‘ 

Politicians are so used to feeling 
superior to everyone else that they 
don’t bother to examine their schemes 
very critically any more. They just 
assume that everyone else is too dumb 
to see through it. Thus you have a 
politician who promises more schools, 
more highways, more hospitals, more 
parks and lower taxes. A man listens to 
a few minutes of that and he says, 
“That’s a shuck!”’ I’m not sure of all the 
connotations of the word ‘“shuck” but 
it seems like it’s only used to refer to 
schemes that are at once hopelessly 
egotistical and artless. 

A couple of weeks ago I went down 
to the AMA’s Political Frontiers 
Workshop. According to the blurb our 
club received, the PF workshop was 
“designed to teach concerned 
motorcyclists how to operate effectively 
and efficiently in their local political 
arena.” Now this was a fine goal. Unless 
we have adequate political 
representation, we will have one piece 
after another of restrictive or repressive 
political representation forced down our 
throats. There are, however, ways by 
which even a tiny minority can make its 
presence felt and make legislators wary 
of treading harshly. 

That this workshop was not to be all 
that I hoped for, I realized almost 
immediately from the choice of meeting 
place: The Airport Ramada Inn. Now 
I’m not much of a political organizer, 
but even I know that if you want people 
to come to an organizational meeting, 
you pick a spot where they will be 
comfortable and that’s not too 
inconvenient to get to. You don’t pick a 
location that’s only convenient and 
comfortable for the organizers. Most 
motorcycle clubs meet in school 
playgrounds, people’s homes, small 
restaurants and such. The dress is 
generally club-jacket casual. It’s not 


necessary to wear a suit and tie at the ' 


Airport Ramada, but if you don’t you'll 
wind up saying “sir” to the bellhops. No 
way could many of our most active 
people be comfortable there. 

Something else most any fledgling 
political organizer knows is that if 
youre organizing in a strange 
neighborhood, you get somebody who 
lives there to promote the meeting. A 
blurb sent to a motorcycle club asking 
them to send a representative to a 
meeting of uncertain value in a strange 





place some*10 to 50 miles from home 
just about guarantees failures. A mere 
handful of people, 30 at most, showed 
up at the meeting. 

The meeting was opened by Mike 
Hinshaw, the once forceful ex-president 
of District 37. When Mike was president 
of the District, he often ran rough-shod 
over the meetings and I quite often 
disagreed with him on issues, but I 
always respected him. Now he’s had a 
taste of AMA affluence and decided he 
likes it. He flies around the country, 
eats good food, and smiles a lot. 
Whenever Mike Vancil or Chet Winters 
call on him, he delivers an AMA 
commercial. Mike, knowing the District 
as he does, could have undoubtedly 
contributed many valuable ideas to the 
group on the subject of organizing the 
L.A. area into an effective political 
group. Mike’s role, however, was limited 
to the telling of one joke and the 
introduction of Chet Winters, the 
AMA’s legislative lion. 

Winters completely ignored the stated 
purpose of the meeting in order to make 
a pitch for President Nixon’s now 
famous off-road vehicle order. 
According to Chet we should embrace 
this order and sell it and President 
Nixon to our friends and neighbors with 
the object of generating some 500,000 
letters of support, praising the President 
for his great wisdom in trying to sell us 
down the river. With the support of 
both the off-road vehicle users and the

Land managers act 
within rather specific guidelines and 
those lines are established by Congress 
and they include us, just as they include 
timber and mining interests. But unlike 
timber and mining interests, we have 
not been around long enough for them 
to establish ground rules for our use of 
public lands. Because of the President’s 
order, these will not be established, but 
whether they hurt us or help us is out of 
Nixon’s control. Many land managers 
were already in the process of doing 
exactly what Nixon ordered when the 
order came along, and many others have 
such slight impact that having to 
comply with the order is a waste of time 
and money. Some of these managers 
actively resent Nixon for meddling in 
their internal affairs. We’ll hardly make 
any points with these men if we 
congratulate Nixon for meddling in

AMA, MIC Blacklists 
Schneiders, Clayton Quits

With charisma befitting a modern 
Machiavelli, AMA’s Russell March 
marched in on the Motorcycle 
Industry Council last week and 
persuaded them to scuttle the Land 
Use liferaft in midstream. Although 
he only met the man once, very 
briefly, March told MIC directors 
that Ron Schneiders is bad news. 

Hearing this, the MIC board put 
on their Torquemada hats and 
voted to blacklist the free-lance 
writer, This means that the 
long-awaited “Do’s & Don’ts” book 
written by Ron for MIC customers 
will not get published.

Opening its doors for the first of 22 
night events, Fremont Raceway was 
deluged with 547 entries.

Billy was really 
getting it on..:on the big straightaway 
jump he soared high in the air and came 
down a hair’s breath from Bennett’s 
speeding Yamaha. Try as he might, he 
couldn’t get by. Bennett took the win 
with Grossi settling for second. 

In the next race it looked as though 
Grossi, would get the lead position but 
instead he drove straight off the track 
(reason unknown) but recovered to get 
back in last place. Quickly and with 
great precision, Grossi started to fight 
his way to the front. Rider after rider — 
lap after lap — Billy gained more speed 
and control until he was in second 
place. Fred Bennett was shocked, to say 
the least, to see Billy right on his tail. 
The two riders fought hard — switching 
the lead several times. It finally 
happened down the long 
downhill...Grossi and Bennett were 
side-by-side when Grossi gave it a little 
more gas (instead of the usual braking) 
and scooted ahead to take the win and 
first overall. 

Action in the ranks of the 250 
Seniors was just as exciting when Henry 
Hallback (CZ), riding out of D& R 
Cycle, took the lead followed by Perry 
Klassen (CZ) and Rob Norgaard (CZ). 
Norgaard moved into second and was in 
hot pursuit of Hallback but Hallback 
dropped it on the long downhill; Henry 
was up and going before Rob passed 
him but somehow got his bike stuck in 
third gear. Henry could only hold Rob 
back so long finally to succumb to the 
badgering. But bad luck hit Rob as he 
was going up the dusty uphill; 
something caused him to stop. That put 
the farmer from Madera, John Franklin, 
in the lead but that didn’t last long 
either as Henry passed him back to take 
the win...all this and with only third 
gear? Amazing. 

The second moto saw Hallback taking 
the lead again. Don Sanders (CZ) was 
running second. Billy Grossi (Suz), 
working up from a poor start, fought 
into third position and that was how 
they finish. 

The Open Senior action was well 
worth watching when Norgaard (CZ) 
took the lead. Trouble -again hit Rob 
when his rear wheel gave out, letting 
Franklin take the lead and Ron 
Huffman, from Trophy Cycles, take 
second. Norgaard had to settle for third. 

In the final Senior round, Ron Self 
(Mai) and Huffman, both out of Trophy 
Cycles in Mountain View, took first and 
second off the line with Norgaard in 
third. Coming out of the trees and down 
the straightaway for the uphill climb, 
Norgaard lost it badly and injured his 
knee. Self and Huffman started to 
stretch out their lead with Franklin 
(Mai) running third, Huffman won out 
overall by having two seconds, Franklin 
took second and Dave Scott (Mai) took 
third.

OAKHURST, CAL., April 23, 1972 — 
Nearly 800 riders journeyed up here to 
Allen’s Motorcycle playground to ride 
one of the finest bottlenecks ever 
engineered by a motorcycle club. 
Unfortunately, they thought they were 
coming to compete in the famous 
Chicken Enduro, so they were really 
unable to appreciate some of the finer 
aspects of bottleneck engineering that 
were on exhibit today. x 

When you want to engineer a truly 
superior bottleneck, you first have to 
ensure that every rider in the run must 
go through it. This the Pathfinders did, 
by the simple expedient of discussing it 
at the rider’s meeting. When we got to 
the bottleneck, we were told, we were 
to line up single file and wait our turn, 
Anyone who cut the line or went 
around the bottleneck would be 
disqualified. 

Next you have to have a situation that 
no one can possibly ride and that will 
take lots and lots of time. Now this gets 
a bit tricky because there are some 
riders who can ride just about anything. 
But the Pathfinders showed 
considerable ingenuity in solving this 
problem. They found a deep V-groove 
in a rock hill where there wasn’t room 
for both the rider and the motorcycle at 
the same time. It was steep enough and 
slippery enough so that riding down and 
stopping at the bottom was out of the 
question. Riding down without stopping 
was also out of the question because 
there was a very large log about 
handlebar height across the path. 

Some guys tried to bull dog their 
bikes down and generally wound up 
pinned underneath, between the bike 
and the wall. Once they got loose, they 
and the bikes went down in a flailing 
medley of legs, arms, handlebars and 
wheels. Two Pathfinders were stationed 
at the top with a long rope and if the 


‘rider desired, they would loop the rope 


around the shock or frame and prevent 
the bike from getting away, but it didn’t 
help much because that V-crotch was so

slippery you couldn’t walk down it 
without falling, even without the bike. 

I was lucky. I had an early number so 
I only had to wait about 12 minutes for 
my turn and, to the Pathfinder’s credit, 
they did have a nice long stretch in 
which to make up time between the 
bottleneck and the next check. But it 
didn’t help the later numbers. Some of 
them had to wait up to 45 minutes for 
their shot at the bottleneck. You don’t 
make up 45 minutes in an 80 mile run. 
Since the bottleneck occurred only two 
miles from the start, some of these guys 
were pretty bitter. They were out of the 
running through no fault of their own

The rest of the run, after the 
bottleneck, I found to be very 
enjoyable. There were good, fast forest 
trails, some interesting, make-up-time 
fire roads, just enough mud to be fun, 
and four or five stream crossings. At one 
point we had to drag our bikes under a 
log and several places the brush and 
branches were low enough to make for 
chin-on-the-gastank riding.

overcome, First they apparently have no 
district organization to supervise 
competition and no one to rule one who 
is an A rider and who is a B rider. There 
was on fellow who's been a super trials 
rider for at least 10 years and has 
successfully competed in Europe who 
classed himself a B rider. There was also 
a super tuner from the southland who 
can outride most motocrossers who 
thought he was a B rider. Really guys, 
let’s get a little sense of fair play into 
the sport. 

Next, there is some unfriendly rivalry 
going on between organizations that is 
causing some problems. The Chicken 
has been using that particular area and 
those trails for some 10 years now. This 
year another organization, not a club, 
but a profit making promoter, threw a 
very well promoted enduro on the same 
trails just two . weeks before the 
Chicken. Some riders were quite 
unhappy about having ridden much the 
same run two weeks in succession. 
Naturally the Pathfinders caught most 
of the criticism which seems quite 
unfair to me. It seems to me that if a 
promoter wants to host an enduro, 
that’s fine, but he ought to find new 
trails so that he contributes to the sport, 
not just takes from it. 

It was very consoling to see members 
of Don Sunderland’s National 
Motorcycle patrol in attendance. This 
search and rescue group.is now offering 
its services to enduros in the Northern 
California area and they do take a lot of 
the worry out of competing. 

This year’s bottleneck was so 
successful that I understand that the 
Pathfinders are not going to risk their 
reputation as bottleneck engineers for a 
full ten years. For those of who who 
missed it, too bad. You'll just have to 
wait until their 20th anniversary before 
you can see another superb example of 
this form specialty enginecring. In the 
meantime, though, they will be hosting 
some tough enduros in very fice 
country.

PERNES-LES-FONTAINES, France 
April 16, 1972 — Suzuki made it two in 
a row here Sunday as World Champion 
Joel Robert won the Grand Prix of 
France to back up teammate Sylvain 
Geboers’ win: at last week’s Spanish 
Grand Prix. 

Joel was injured in last week’s race 
but he looked as strong as ever in 
France and led both heats wire to wire. 

However, misfortune struck the 
Suzuki team when Geboers was involved 
in a crash during practice on Saturday 
which broke his right ankle and virtually 
eliminated the unlucky Belgian from 
contention in the World Championship 
for yet another year. 

Sylvain suffered a leg injury last year 
and after training all winter he scame 
back in top form, His victory in the 
mud clogged Spanish G.P. showed that 
he was ready to challenge Robert for 
the World Title. With Geboers out of 
the running Joel doesn’t have a serious 
threat. 4 

In France Joel’s only competition 
came from the Czech and Russian riders 
on CZ machines. All the CZ riders are 
fast and they ride with a lot of desire. 
Any one of them could pull off an upset 
sometime this season but as individuals 
they are inconsistent and none of them 
is in Robert’s class yet. 

However, the fastest qualifer at the

French G.P. was Guennady Moisseev, a 
Russian rider who bettered Joel’s lap 
time by -five seconds, But Jocl knows 
that Championship points aren’t earned 
in qualifying trials and while Robert was 
out in front all day, Moisseev was 
hacking his way past the international 
stars in the middle of the pack. 

In the first heat Joel was in the lead 
going into the first turn and the CZ 
riders were literally banging into each 
other in a frenzied effort to catch up, 

On the first lap Miroslav Halm, one of 
the fastest- Czechoslovakian riders 
crashed with Pavel Roulev, a Russian. 
During the next lap Moisseev, who had 
gotten a bad start and was smoking up 
through the pack, smacked into his 
Russian teammate Vladimir Kanikov. 

Behind Joel came Marcel Wiertz, who 
soon seized his Bultaco. Third was 
Herbert Schmitz, a Maico rider who 
dropped out with gearbox trouble. That 
left Jaroslav Falta, a Czech on a CZ in 
second and Pavel Roulev in third. 
Another Russian, Alexy Kibirine came 
up and passed Roulev while Moisseev 
had to pick up his bike and come from 
13th. 

When the dust and stones settled, the 
order was Joel followed by Falta, 
*Kibirine Roulev and fifth was the 
still-charging Moisseev. Olle Petersson, 

“on the very special Kawasaki, came 
sixth and the first Husky rider was Uno 
Palm in seventh. 

The second 40-minute race looked

almost like an instant replay of the first 
heat except that different CZ riders 
were trying to keep Joel in sight. 

Robert again got out in front 
immediately while Moisseev almost 
looped his CZ when the starting barrier 
fell and he was eating dust way back in 
17th place on the first lap. 

Miroslav Halm, the Czech, chased 
Robert for a while but Vladimir 
Kanikov soon caught up so Halm pulled 
over and waved the faster Russian by. 
Kibirine followed in fourth and Pavel 
Roulev came snorting past Gaston 
Rahier on the Husky and Olle Petersson 
on the Kawasaki. 

Wild man Moisseev was hanging the 
berms and clicking cases with Arnie 
Kring, Uno Palm, Rahier and late in the 
race he slipped past Olle Petersson and 
Pavel Roulev. 

Up front, Kanikov cut Joel’s lead to 
about four seconds before Joel pulled 
farther ahead in the final laps. The 
Russian was riding his heart out. He 
came through every section without any 
margin and he appeared to be right on 
the limit of control. 

In contrast, Robert’s Suzuki never 
waivered. With the Russian just seconds 
behind, Joel was still stylish and his 
Suzuki’s wheels seemed to always hit 
the ground exactly where he wanted. 

Unless one of the CZ boys can 
rapidly develop into a superstar Joel will 
be a virtual walkaway in the 250cc 
World Championship.

Saltzman managed to move up a few 
positions to fifth, followed by Mike 
Patrick, and on down. See the results. 

Mike Caudillo sneaked in as first 
Amateur at 17th overall. A good 
showing considering the course was said 
to be quite rough throughout. 

Stanley Baldwin, who was grumpy at 
C-N for having listed him as merely 
“101x” last week, was second Amateur 
and first Heavyweight Am. I forgot to 
see what he was riding. 

L.G. Hearn stopped me to say he was 
the first Novice. I thought Tod Cornish 
was first Novice at about 70th overall, 
Hearn said, “Be sure to say I ride for 
Endura Vitamins.”

MAKES FIRST 
CANYON 
JUMP

WAGGAMAN, LA., April 16, 1972 — 
All morning long people would walk up 
to the edge of the canal, look in, and 
walk away shaking their heads. It was 
120 feet to the other side; even the best 
motocrossers don’t go anywhere near 


that far. 
By midafternoon the crowd had 
exceeded the most optimistic 


expectations and was virtually 
uncontrollable. Conservative estimates 
put the spectator count at 5,000, most 
of whom came for the jump, not the 
motocross. Bob Gill’s contract called for 
a dollar a head, which was a far cry 
from the early days when he would 
cautiously ask for $750 for two 
performances. 

Gill and his helper, Frank Boyd, who 
computes the speed and angle of the 
ramps for Bob’s jumps, spent almost the 
entire morning setting up. This one had 
to be right. 

Boyd explained, ‘We actually have 
about four or five basic jumps. This is a 
continuation of one of them,’ 

Determining the right speed was no 
problem; what was a problem was the 
fact there wasn’t enough room to be 
absolutely sure he could get up to speed 
— about 80 mph. 

‘What is scary, though,’ said Boyd, ‘is 
he has to be right on the first time. He 
can’t pull off to the side like when he’s 
jumping cars.’ 

Bob was a little uptight in the 
morning, although he began to relax as 
the time for him to go on approached, 
The reason was that this was the first 
jump where his wife, Emma, hadn’t 
been present. 

Everyone agreed it was a good thing 
Emma hadn’t seen the canyon; it’s not a 
good idea to frighten an expectant 
mother. 

After the second set of motos the 
crowd began to line up more or less on 
the opposite bank. The crowd, which 
had been recalcitrant and unmoving 
before now “became tense and 
expectant. Gill rode to the top of his 
ramp, surveyed the landing area, backed 
down and made his approach. As usual 
it was a perfect jump. 

It blew the crowd out of their skulls. 
Gil had flown 150 feet over an 
honest-to-God canyon to a_ perfect 
landing; it looked easy in fact. He was 
mobbed with autograph seekers (‘Sign 
my Cycle News please’), champagne 
from DiffBrake, and cans of beer. 
Souvenir hunters tried to get everything 
from his sun hat to parts of his bike. 

One youngster contented himself 
with a beer can Bob had just drained in 
the hot Louisiana sun.

As the 
starter moves back through the rows, all 
one hundred and twelve of them, the 
dust rises as the leaders make their way 
around a mere 30 seconds behind the 
last rows to be started. 

Now it’s who can go the hardest for 
one hundred miles and, if your in the 
back, see through the dust, always 
hoping that you and your machine last 
that long. Everyone has to pit for gas at 
least once since gas tanks just don’t 
come large enough to allow a machine 
to go 100 miles on a tank. As riders 
come in the pit crews go to work 
gassing, fixing bent bikes, watering 
down hot dusty riders and giving the 
all-important encouraging word to help 
their man go on out there and finish. 
With luck he might get a trophy after 
it’s all over. 

That is what this sport of ours is all 
about, and we’ll keep right on going 
because no one can put down a sport 
with that many great people going for 
it: The riders that finish all deserve some 
recognition, but it’s just for them and 
their friends to know now. All 2200 
starters are a credit to this sport, and 
they know they did their best. Results 
will be out in three weeks if everything 
goes right. As for now here’s some good 
bets. 

Saturday Jeff Wright (Puc) was first 
to get the flag, but Gene Cannady 
(Yam) is said to have gone eleven laps. 
John DeSoto (Suz) looks good for third. 
Sunday Troy Hollis (Suz) took the 
checkered with Norm Belter (Mon) right 
behind, but here again there is some 
thought that Steve Hurd (Hus) was first. 
Guess we'll just have to wait to know 
for sure.

SOUTH GATE, CAL., April 20, 1972 — 
Some of those gifted youngsters were at 
it again tonight at Trojan Speedway. 
This time the winner’s circle became a 
bit crowded as five different riders 
scored main event wins in the TT and 
flat track racing program on the popular 
fifth-mile clay oval in South Gate. 

Bultaco-mounted Dale Hopkins of El 
Monte, was the only double main event 
winner scoring victories in both the TT 
and FT 250 Mains. At no time while 
leading both events was Hopkins, who 
was at his best, ever really challenged, 
and somehow seemed to give the 
appearance of being bored by the lack 
of a serious contest for the lead. 

West Covina’s 17-year-old Bob 
Brown, who continues to give the 
veteran riders fits in 125 Main Event 
action, won his second consecutive 125 
TT Main Event in a race that saw Allen 
“Buckwheat” Swett fall while 
challenging Brown for the lead. 
Removed from trackside, Swett was in 
pain suffering from a possible re-injury 
of his right collarbone broken in a 
previous accident. Brown out-jumped 
the nine-rider field with Swett in close 
pursuit. On the fifth lap Swett moved in 
to challenge Brown and started to probe 
for an opening. On lap six as Swett 
maneuvered to pass Brown coming off 
the second jump, Swett’s front wheel 
hit Brown’s rear wheel knocking Swett’s 
machine out of control and the Downey 
rider down. 

Robert Crecelius, a youngster with 
tremendous potential was something 
special in winning the 125 FT Main for 
his first major victory at Trojan this 
season. Brown, making his first flat 
track start, pressed Crecelius for the 
distance to finish second, 

The “Little Dynamo”, Charles 
Summers, showed the field the form of 
a future champion in winning the 100 
FT feature. Although talk is as cheap as 
vegetables, Summers has been pegged as 
a future champion due to his ability to 
mix it with the older riders in 
close-quarter racing. 

Taking the lead on the sixth lap, 
Allen Swett, 19, and his Honda went on 
to win the 100 TT Main ahead of early 
leader, Jerry Mulkey (Hon). 

Ironically, lap six was both good and 
bad for Swett who took the lead in the 
sixth lap -and also spilled on the sixth 
lap of the 125 TT Main. By finishing. 
third as a Junior, Summers also was the 
official winner in this class in the Junior 
division. 

The climax of tonight’s racing card 
displayed the talents of young men 
looking forward to the big time in this 
field of sports. Trojan is often termed 
the spawning grounds for many of 
tomorrow’s racing stars, and continues 
to develop ‘“‘close-quarter” racing 
experience for these youngsters. The 
weekly programs are now the stepping 
stone to Ascot and the big time.

(Yam) second, rode beautifully in the 
125 Amateur and Expert class. Good 
work boys, you’ve really got your stuff 
together. 

R. Holmes (Yam) and J. Rees (Mai) 
took first and second place respectively 
despite false starts, mechanical failures 
and general chaos in the 200-250 
Amateur class. When everyone finally 
got headed in the same direction and 
the flag fell it was another good, good, 
good race; nobody giving any gifts and 
the winners really earning the 


‘distinction. 


250 Experts had their share of 
troubles too! But it was J. Pennington 
(Bul) across the line first and the second 
time the checkered flag fell it was for J.

DON’T LOSE CONTROLS 


WASHINGTON, D.C., April 24, 1972 — 
Motorcycle enthusiasts need no longer 
doubt where to find controls on their 
machines as the result of a mew Federal 
Motor Vehicle Safety Standards, 
according to James B. Potter, Jr. 
Executive Director of the Motorcycle 
Industry Council (MIC). 

Recognizing that several thousand 
accidents should be avoided annually by 
specifying a uniform standard for 
motorcycle controls and displays, the 
Technical Standards Committee of MIC 
worked closely for more than a year 
with the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration in a fine display 
of government/industry cooperation to 
assure that the standard, as 
promulgated, would be workable and 
acceptable to both NHTSA and the 
motorcycle manufacturers. s 

Basically, Standard No. 123 require: 
that handlebar-mounted controls be 
operable throughout their full range 
without the operator removing his hand 
from the handgrip, and also, that all 
motorcycles have a supplemental engine 
stop control, operable from the right 
handlebar, intended for wuse in 
emergency situations. The standard also 
requires that if any 10 other specified 
equipment items are provided on a 
motorcycle, the location and method of 
operation of the applicable control shall 
be standardized. 

The motorcycle manufacturers have 
indicated the feasibility of compliance 
with the new Safety Standard by its 
effective date, Sept. 1, 1974.

Jeff Wright and Bruce Baron really 
had a war going in the first two motos 
for the 125 Experts, but just a minor

grabbed the lead. For four full laps you 
could have covered the two of them 
with a kleenex. When they came down 
off the hill to take the last lap flag, 
Baron tried to turn under Wright and 
dropped it, and Jeff was home free with 
the. win.

LOCKHART, TEX., April 23, 1972 
The motocross cats of central Texas 
were’ at it hot ’n heavy when the 
spectators turned out at 1:00 (after 
church and Sunday dinner) at 
Southwest Motocross Park at Lockhart. 

Kasson Racing Team turned in a 
stellar performance last Sunday as Bill 
Kasson (King of the Team) took home 
top bucks in the Open Experts running. 
R.L. Bigley (who reminds me of a 
Westinghouse refrigerator with arms, 
legs and a friendly smile) finished 
second. That’s what the final results said 
anyway. R.L. just couldn’t get going in 
the Open moto and finished 
second-to-last. Kasson was far enough in 
front of the other bikes that he could 
have coasted around on the fifth lap. In 
the second moto, Bigley wasn't able to 
make a move until the last lap, but me 
managed, to edge by Kasson in the 
waning moments of the second heat. 
The third go-round was an instant 
replay of the first, except it was Bigley 
who got up front and Kasson who got 
buried in the pack. Bill kepi on truckin’ 


and managed a third at the checkers, 
That gave Kasson a 1,2,3 finish and the 
best overall score. 

Jack Hicks, former Kasson Team 
flash, made his debut on a lime green 
Open-sized Kawasaki, and was 
shadowing Kasson in the early motos. 
Hicks, who pulled several muscles and 
ligaments at San Antonio last month, 
hung his foot aomewhere on the course 
and tweaked his leg anew. The Kawa 
looked pretty funky (with a sidecase 
mounted carb unit) but seemed to 
handle well enough, and went like 
blazes in the straights. 

Kasson Klan man Steve Stackable 
(Steve “Short”, for short) was up to 
snuff with his usual 125 and 250 Expert 
split wins. Southwest MX Park is no 
picnic either, With a freeway-wide, mile 
long course that features a liberal 
sprinkling of fist-sized rocks, sandy 
loam, red clay, black dirt, fine silt, and 
plenty of bordering oaks and mesquite 
trees — anyone that can win decisively is 
a good rider. Anyone who splits 
consistently at Lockhart is top drawer 
talent.

the 125 Experts, Danny Weir came 
down from Big Springs, Tex. again to 
make sure what he saw last month was 
for real. Brady Booth, a 19 year-old 
from Temple, Tex. (who wears out a 
pair of boots a month practicing) and 
Weir were both Penton mounted and 
kept up a lot of pressure. But “Short” 
kept his Yamaha up front, and Booth 
came home second with Weir third. 

When the 250’s lined up, it looked 
like a sure-fire duel between Stackable, 
Gary Bigley (R.L. Bigley’s younger 
brother) and Kent Howerton of San 
Antonio. In the first moto, Kent 
bumped into the retaining dam behind 
the stock pond and wasn’t heard from 
again. Lockhart seems to be a jinx for 
Kent. Gary Bigley was about a quarter 
of a lap ahead of the pack in all three 
250 Expert motos. Stackable was 
anywhere from 20 to 50 yards ahead of 
Bigley. “Short? was just too far-out.

“When Short comes out of a 
that Yamaha just leaps offa the berm.

CORPUS CHRISTI, TEX., April 16, 
1972 — At long last, after a delay of 
over nine months, motocross races were 
held today at Forest Glades Cyclesports 
Park.

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Packard’s Day at Fuller

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, April 9, 
1972 — More than 1200 spectators were 
treated to the finest motocross races 
this writer has seen staged in Utah to 
date. The track at Fuller Raceway was 
in super condition and exceedingly fast 
according to the responses of the 95 
attending riders. C.M.C. Utah has 
installed a new speaker system which 
can be heard at any point on the track 
and also put in a score board which 
shows the results of the previous races 
and the order of the upcoming races. 

The day’s events started with the 
“Dash for Cash’’, a hundred dollar bill 
will go to the rider who posts the fastest 
lap time over a five week period. Don 
Fuller set the fastest time, 1:54.5 on 
March 25. Today the first rider, Frank 
Meyers (Mai), lowered Fuller’s record to 
1:51.7. Dennis Packard started his great 
day out by dropping it even further by 
posting a fantastic record for the 7/8 
mile track of 1:49.4. Don Fuller had 
another crack at it cranking out a 
1:50.8 first lap, and spinning out on the 
second. 

Too much speed in the pits caused 
the only major injuries of the day. One 
rider had just finished his race and was 
returning to his pit. The other rider was 
hurrying to get to the starting line. They 
crashed into each other, resulting 
in both riders having to be taken to the 
hospital by the ambulance. 

Fuller (Yam), sometimes known as 
the “Old Man” (he is only 28) figured 
heavily in the day’s highlights which 
consisted of the 250 and Open Pro 
classes. 

He, young Terry Fowler (Bul) and 
Phil McDonald (Hus) put on one of the 
best displays of riding skill seen in these 
parts in a long time in the 250 class. 
Fuller, who always seems to be the first 
rider off the starting line, grabbed the 
first moto. Then McDonald won the 
second and third. Fowler took second in 
the intial two motos and was leading the 
third by a substantial margin win when 
he went down hard. Fuller and 
McDonald then exchanged leads twice 
with McDonald coming out on top. 
They really left the crowd clammering 
for more. 

The Open Pro class was not to be out 
done as they outdid everyone. Fuller, 
this time on his 360 Yamaha, put his 
skill against that of Packard (Hus). The 
first moto saw Fuller get one of his 
patent starts with Packard only inches 
sway. Fuller came into a corner a little 
heavy and dropped it with two riders 
getting by. He quickly worked his way 
back up and regained the lead for the 
win. 

The second moto was almost a 
carbon copy of the first but this time 
Fuller laid it down on the last lap and 
Packard went on to win. 

The third moto Packard and Fuller 
really charged riding on that thin edge. 
On the last lap they both went off the 
course together in a turn, slammed into 
the back of the sound trailer, which 


resulted in the whole back of the trailer 
being pushed in, but neither riders nor 
bikes were hurt. 

After tempers subsided, Packard 
jumped back on his Husky and went on 
for the overall win. 

The three Plumb brothers dominated 
the 100 Pro class on their Hodakas. 
Jerry Davis (Yam) and Bob Plumb had 
quite a duel in the 125’s. Plumb’s DKW 
was sour so he raced his 100 Hodaka . 
and had two seconds and a first but 
Davis had just the opposite. 


175 Honda Wins Open Class
